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THE  BEEF  CATTLE  SITUATION 

This  is  the  first  issue  of  The  Beef  Cattle  Situation,  one  of  a  new/ 
series  of  commodity  reports  to  be  released  by  the  Eui'eau  of  Agricultural 
Economics.     The  Beef  Cattle  Situation  to  be  issued  monthly,  will  provide 
current  information  on  changes  in  the  factors  which  affect  the  outlook  for 
production  and  prices  of  cattle  and  calves.     The  present  form  of  this  report 
is  experimental.     Comments,  criticisms  and  suggestions  will  be  welcome. 

Simmary 

Slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves  in  1937  probably  will  be  considerably 
smaller  than  those  of  1936  and  somewhat  smaller  than  the  commercial  slaughter 
of  1934  and  1935*     Slaughter  of  both  cattle  and  calves  in  1937.  however,  will 
be  larger  than  the  average  of  the  5  years  preceding  1934*     The  slaughter 
supply  this  year  will  include  a  relatively  sm-ill  number  and  proportion  of  the 
better  grades  of  grain  fed  cattle.     The  number  of  cattle  on  feed  for  market  in 
the  Corn  Belt  States  on  January  1,  1937,  was  estimated  to  be  23  percent  smaller 
than  a  year  earlier  and  v;a.s  much  below  average. 

Consumer  demand  for  beef  and  veal  in  1937  probably  will  be  somewhat 
stronger  than  in  1936,     In  view  of  the  prospective  decrease  in  slaughter  sujplis.u 
ajid  the  probable  further  increase  in  consumer  demand  for  meats,  the  general 
level  of  cattle  prices  in  1937  is  expected  to  be  higher  than  in  193^- 

Cattle  prices  rose  sharply  in  late  December  and  early  January.  This 
advance  carried  prices  of  the  several  grades  of  slaughter  steers  to  the 
highest  level  since  early  1936.     Slaughter  supplies  of  cattle  and  calves  as  wei: 
as  of  other  livestock  continued  large.     Inspected  slaughter  of  cattle  in 
December  was  the  third  largest  commercial  slaughter  for  the  month  0)2  record. 
Calf  slaughter  was  the  largest  ever  recorded  for  the  month. 
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The  usur.l  trend  in  prices  ri  "better  cr-acles  of  slan^-hter  ce.ttle  is  c.oxm- 
v;r,rd  in  the  first  half  of  the  jei.r.    3'ct  in  the  first  h^.lf  of  1937  the  reduc- 
tioji  in  inarketinj^rs  of  ^;;rain- finished  cattle  prohahly  -  ill  he  cacccnpanied  hy 
a  rise  in  prices  of  such  cattle.    Prices  of  the  lov.'er  grades  of  slau^^^diter 
cattle  usually  o.dvance  in  the  first  6  :.i03iths  of  the  year,  and  in  the  first  half 
of  the  present  year  they  i.ve  exx^ected  to  o.dvcance  at  least  a.R  much  a.s  they 
usually  do  in  this  period. 

Eeviev  of  Recent  Developnents 


Prices  of  the  hetter  grades  of  slatighter  cattle,   especially  he.avy  cat- 
tle, advsjiced  sharply  durin;^"  DeccnhF:r.     In  the  last  half  of  the  nonth  prices 
ftf  nearlj^  all  kinds  of  slaiighter  cattle  streng-thened  soniev:hr,t.    prices  of  veal 
calves  also  advaaiced.    Prices  nf  otocker  and  feeder  cattle  v:--re  ahcut  steadj'' 
during  the  first  3  vreeks  of  Deccnher,  hut  rose  sharply  the  last  week. 

In  early  Janua.ry  the  top  price  of  slaughter  cattle  at  Chicago  reached 
.*13.80,   the  highest  price  paid  at  tliat  market  since  early  last  year.  The 
advance  in  the  last  nonth  ha.s  heen  sonewh.at  more  pronounced  in  the  prices  of 
heB.Yj  well-finished  cattle  than  in  the  prices  of  other  kinds.     In  the  early 
fall,  however,  prices  of  weighty  steers  were  generally  sone\vliat  worker  thm 
prices  of  the  lighter  v;eights.     The  growing  scarcity  of  heav^'  grain- finished 
cattle  is  primarily  responsible  for  the  reversal  in  t/.is  situation. 

The  advance  in  prices  during  Decenher  carried  prices  of  the  several 
grades  of  slaughter  *  steeds  ?-t  Chicago  to  the  highest  level  since  early  193^ 
or  late  1935'    Although  the  average  price  of  each  grade  of  steers  in  Decemher 
v/as  higher  t:aan  in  Uovemher,   the  w-eighted  average  price  for  all  grades  was 
slightly  lower  heco.use  of  .an  increased  proportion  of  lower  grades  in  the 
total  Decemher  receipts. 

The  average  price  of  all  grades  of  heef  steers  at  Chicago  was  $10.27 
compared  with  $10.31  in  Novenher,   aid.  $9.79  in  Decemher  1935*    As  compared  with 
a  year  earlier,  however,   the  average  prices  of  the  Choice  rjid  O-ood  graces  of 
steers  were  somev/hat  lovrer  in  Decemher,  rdiile  the  average  prices  of  the 
Common  o.nd  Medium  grades  wore  slightly  higher.     The  higher  weighted  average 
price  for  the  month  than  a  year  earlier  w;..s  due  partly  to  the  larger  proportion 
of  the  hotter  grades  of  sloughter  steers  included  in  the  total  steer  supply 
in  Dec e:rh e r  of  tli is  ye r,r . 
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The  marked  decline  in  the  prices  of  "better  grades  of  slaughter  steers 
which  "began  in  early  rebruaDry  1936  ^"--s  terainated  in  late  J^une.    Iron  mid- 
•Jamiary  to  la,te  Jmie  prices  of  the  choice  and  good  grades  of  steers  at  Chice.go 
declined  a"bo'at  $5  ^-^^d.  $2-70  per  100  pounds,   respectively.     Since  late  June, 
prices  of  the  choice  grades  have  risen  a"bout  ^'j).GO  ojid.  prices  of  the  good 
grades  a"bout  $2.90.     However,  prices  of  the  "better  gra.deo  of  slaughter  cattle 
normally  advance  in  the  last  6  months  of  the  ye-ar.    Prices  of  the  lower  grades 
also  have  advanced  somevmat  since  June,   although  the  usual  trend  in  prices  of 
the  lower  grades  of  slaughter  cattle  is  do\7nwcard  in  the  last  half  of  the  yer.r. 

Slaughter  supplies  of  ca.ttle  and  calves  as  well  as  of  other  livestock 
in  Decemher  continued  relatively  large.     Inspected  slaughter  of  cattle  total- 
ing 937,000  head  v/as  ahout  the  same  as  in  TJovemher  "but  was  10  percent  larger 
thcan  in  Decem"ber  1935,  --li-    --as  the  third  largest  commercial  slaughter  for  the 
month  on  record.     Inspected  slaughter  of  calves  in  Decem^ber,   amounting  to 
U9U,000  head,  was  slightly  lar^ger  th^^m  in  Novem"ber  or  December  a  year  earlier. 
And  it  was  the  largest  comiaercial  slaughter  of  co.lves  for  the  m.onth  on  record. 

The  commercio.l  slaughter  of  cattle  under  Federal  inspection  for  the 
entire  year  193°  totaled  10,972,000  head  -  the  second  la.rgest  on  record,  "being 
exceeded  only  "by  the  nunber  slaughtered  in  I9IS.     Corimercial  sla.ughter  of 
calves  under  :?ederal  inspection  in  1936,   totaling  6,070,000  head,  also  was  the 
second  largest  on  record,  ""Dcing  exceeded  slightly  hy  the  commercial  calf 
slaughter  in  193^'     I'he  com"bined  total  of  cattle  and  ca,lves  slaughtered  under 
Federal  inspection  in  1936,  hov.-ever,  was  the  largest  for  any  year  on  record, 
(slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves  under  Federal  inspection  usually  represents 
a"bout  bo  to  70  percent  of  the  tot'l  slaur;hter  of  all  cattle  and  ca.lves.) 

Receipts  of  "beef  steers  at  Chicago  in  Decem"ber  were  some-who.t  larger 
thcan  in  either  Octo"ber  or  Novem."ber,  and  they  were  considerably  larger  than  in 
Decemiber  1935'     'Ihe  mimber  and  proportion  of  choice  and  prime  grades  of 
steers  received  at  this  miarket  in  December  were  sm;aller  than  in  October  or 
Wovemccr  bo.t  the  nuiiiber  and  proportion  of  other  grades  were  larger.     The  com- 
bined nunber  in  proportion  of  good  sjid  choice  grades  of  steers  in  the  total 
Chicago  receipts,  how-cver,  we.s  considerably  larger  in  Decem.ber  than  in  the 
corresponding  month  a  year  earlier,  whereas  the  combined  number  of  the  common 
and  medium  gro.des  of  steers  was  about  the  some  as  a  yeo-r  earlier. 

_Cp^t_tl_e  Fpedinc  Sit'Ocatipn 

The  number  of  cattle  on  feed  in  the  Corn  Belt  States  on  January  1,1936, 
was  estim.ated  at  23  percent  smaller  than  the  number  on  feed  on  the  correspond- 
ing date  a  year  earlier.     The  nunber  v/as  a.bout  10  percent  larger,  however,  than 
on  January  1,  1935,   following  the  193^4  drought.     The  reeaiction  from  last  year 
was  greatest  in  the  I'^cstern  Corn  Belt  States  where  feed  supplies  were  sharf^ly 
curtailed  by  drought.     The  number  of  cattle  on  feed  in  t"iie  11  Western  States 
and  Texas  and  Oklahoma  on  January  1  was  estimated  to  be  11  percent  larger  than 
a  year  earlier  and  aLmost  twice  as  large  as  the  num.ber  on  January  1,  1935* 
In  this  area  feed  supplies  generally  are  relatively  more  plentiful  and  feed 
prices  relatively  cheaper  than  in  the  Com  Belt. 
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Shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  inspected  at  stockvards  from 
July  to  LecemlDer  1936  were  a'bout  6  percent  smaller  than  last  vear  and  vxere 
the  second  smallest  for  the  period  in  IS  years.     All  of  the  decrease  from  a 
year  earlier  was  in  the  shipments  into  the  Western  Corn  Belt,     Shipments  into 
the  Eastern  Corn  Belt  were  not  only  slightly  larger  th.an  last  year  Vat  were 
the  largest  in  over  10  years  and  represented  the  largest  proportion  of  the 
total  Corn  Belt  shipments  on  record. 

Reports  from  the  Corn  Belt  indicate  that  a  much  larger  than  usual 
proportion  of  the  cattle  shipped  in  this  fall  will  he  carried  throiogh  the 
i-vinter  on  hay,  fodder  and  other  roughage,  pastured  next  swuiier,  and  either 
sold  as  grass  cattle  next  fall  or  fed  out  in  the  winter  of  1937  and  1938. 
This  tendency  toward  increasing  the  proportion  of  cattle  carried  durin^^  the 
winter  on  hay  and  roughage  is  also  indicated  "by  the  increased  proportion  of 
light  weight  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  shiL)ped  from  markets  in  recent  months. 
In  the  period  from  J'uly  to  Deceniher  1936,  60  loercent  of  the  total  numher  of 
stocker  and  feeder  steers  shipped  from  four  m^arkets  weighed  less  than  700 
pounds.     In  the  same  period  of  1935  this  proportion  was  54  percent. 

The  outcom:e  of  feeding  operations  this  winter  will  depend  largely  upon 
the  extent  of  the  advance  in  prices  of  grain-finished  cattle  during  the  first 
half  of  1937.     Feeding  operations  for  cattle  marketed  from  Fehr'^ary  to  Auga:).st 
1936  were  generally  unprofitable,  hut  desiDite  this  situation  the  demand  for 
stocker  and  feeder  cattle  in  the  fall  of  1935  was  fairly  strong,  as  indicated 
hy  the  narrow  spread  hetween  prices  of  stocker  and  feeder  steers  and  prices 
of  slaughter  cattle.     As  compared  with  a  year  earlier,  prices  of  feeder  cattle 
last  fall  were  only  ahout  $1  per  100  po-ands  lower,  whereas  feed  costs  have 
heen  much  higher. 

The  value  of  unfinished  steers  plus  the  estimated  costs  of  feed  for 
finishing  was  higher  in  the  fall  of  1936  than  in  either  1935  or  1934.  Reports 
indicate,  however,  that  a  large  part  of  the  grain- fed  cattle  marketed  in  the 
past  2  months  have  sold  at  prices  sufficiently  high  in  relation  to  the  costs  of 
unfinished  cattle  and  feed  to  yield  profits  to  feeders. 

Outlook 

Slaughter  of  hoth  cattle  and  calves  in  1937  is  expected  to  he  consider- 
aoly  smaller  than  in  1936  and  somewhat  smaller  than  the  commercial  slaughter 
in  1934  and  19  35.     Cattle  slaughter  in  1937,  however,  will  he  larger  than  the 
average  for  the  5  yenrs  preceding  1934.     The  slaughter  supply  this  year  will 
include  a  relatively  small  n-omher  and  -oroportion  of  the  hetter  grades  of  grain- 
fed  cattle. 

Consumer  demand  for  heef  and  veal  in  1937  prohahly  will  he  somievrhat 
stronger  than  in  1936.     The  demand  for  meats  generally  has  heen  improving 
since  1933  as  a  result  of  increases  in  payrolls  and  industrial  activity. 
Changes  in  national  income  prohahly  are  the  host  measure  of  changes  in  this 
demand.     Preliminary  estimates  of  national  incom.e  indicate  that  the  total  in- 
come for  1936  will  he  ahout  10  percent  greater  than  that  of  1935  and  a  further 
increase  is  prohahle  in  1937.     In  both  1935  and  1956  the  dem:and  for  heef  also 
was  strengthened  hy  the  greatly  reduced  supplies  of  hogs  and  pork.     In  1937 
it  is  expected  that  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  v/ill  continue  at  a  level  much 
helow  average. 
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In  the  first  11  months  of  1956,  the  total  of  payments  hy  packers  for 
cattle  and  calves  slaughtered  under  I'ederal  inspection  was  atiout  10  percent 
larger  thaji  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1935  and  was  the  largest  for  the 
period  since  1930. 

In  viev/  of  the  prospective  decrease  in  slaughter  supT)lies  of  cattle 
and  the  prohahle  further  improvement  in  consumer  demand,  it  is  expected  that 
the  general  level  of  cattle  prices  in  1937  will  "be  higher  than  in  1936, 
Marketings  of  grain-fed  cattle  already''  are  heing  reduced;  they  may  hold  up 
fairly  well  in  January  and  perhaps  Jehruary,  however,  since  reports  indicate 
that  there  are  still  a  considerahle  n'omher  of  long-fed  C8,ttle  now  in  feedlots. 
It  is  prohatle,  however,  thsit  the  numher  of  v/ell-finished  cattle  marketed  in 
the  first  6  months  of  1937  will  "be  smaller  than  a  year  earlier.     Thus  it  seems 
likely  that  the  adva,nce  in  price  of  the  "better  grades  of  slaughter  ca.ttle 
vmich  hegan  in  late  1936  will  continue  in  the  first  half  of  1937.     The  trend 
in  price  of  these  kinds  of  cattle  is-  usually  downward  in  the  first  6  months  of 
the  year. 

In  view  of  the  smaller  total  slaughter  of  cattle  in  prospect  and  the 
pro'bahle  low  level  of  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs,  it  is  expected  that  prices 
of  the  lower  grades  of  slaughter  cattle  in  the  first  half  cf  1937  will  advance 
at  least  as  much  as  they  usually  do  in  the  first  6  months  of  the  year. 

If  crop  production  and  pasture  conditions  in  1937  are  fairly  normal  it 
is  pro'bahle  that  a  rg-ther  "broad  demand  for  replacement  stock  of  all  kinds 
Y/ill  develop  in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1937.     This  demajid  v;ill  be  most 
pronoijnced  in  areas  where  cattle  numbers  were  sharply  reduced  "by  the  droughts 
of  1934  and  1936,  particularly  in  the  lest  Nor+h  Central  and  West  South 
Central  States  and  in  other  portions  of  the  Great  Plains.     Such  a  development 
may  result  in  relatively  high  local  prices  for  cows  and  heifers  in  1937.
